Roads  and  Sidewalks. 

It  «M  expected  that  the  subject  of  romls 
would  com©  up  1m  fore  the  township  meet¬ 
ing  on  Monday  night.  The  “cimdier- 
siiine”  ipicstion  of  assensment,  however,  ale 
thirl*  d  the  evening,  a  r©i*>rt  of  which  ap¬ 
pears  in  another  column. 

This  subject  of  road*;  Jiowever,  should 
soon  lk»  canvassed,  and  that  thoroughly.  "No 
matter  is  of  more  vital  importance 'to  the 
welfare  of  the  I’oninmnity  than  that  of  good 
streets  and  sidewalks.  Poor  and  rich  are 
alike  lien  otitis  I  by  them,  and  all  other  vil¬ 
lage  improvements.  By  making  them  we 
may  n*«Honably  exiks*t  to  draw  |MH*plc  hither; 
by  neglecting  tlicse  improvements,  however, 
we  invite  them  to  seek  homes  in  other  places. 

The  consequence  is,  o^ir  beautiful  li  ill-sides, 
in  stem  1  of  being  rapiifly  dotted  over  with 
tasteful  residences,  remain  year  after  year 
enclosed  w  ith  ugly  rail  fences.  The  owners 
of  these  tracts  very  naturally  complain  of  I 
onerous  taxation.  Many  of  them  insist  tliat 
they  pay  too  high  taxes  even  when  these 
“  unprikluetive  ”  tracts  are  mteil  as  farm¬ 
land. 

Now  and  then,  as  we  look  nrouud 
and  see  other  villages  rapidly  tilling 
with  js-ople  wlio  arc  reatly  to  com* 
share  the  burden  of  taxation,  wo 
epidemic  of  “pYogresa,”  but  we-  have  tluv

Tlio  adjournal  meeting  of  tax  payers  was 
held  on  Mon<l»y  evening,  and  a  spirited 

meeting  it  proved  to  lie,  notwithstanding 
the  attendance  was  liardly  what  the  call  for 
the  meeting  demanded. 

Tlie  Committ*  **  appointed  at  the  previous 
meeting  submitted  a  bill  which  was  rea^  by 
MV.  Turner,  gnd  received. 

The  principal  features  of  the  bill  are  as 
follows  : 

There  is  to  lx-  as  heretofore,  one  Assessor. 
Tin-  Chairman  of  the  Town  Committee  is 
authorized  to  upjkiiiit  tluvo  members  of  that 
tiody  ns  a  ftpu’ial  Committee  to  advise  with 
the  Assessor,  assist  him  in  making  out  the 
assessment  roll  and  refer  the  same  to  the 
Town  Committee  for  revision — the  books, 
after  proper  advertisement,  will  then  be 
opeu<*d  for  inspection  to  all  for  one  w’eek. 
The  Town  Committee  to  constitute  the 
Commissioners  <>f  AppeaL 

Tlio  bill  luiving  Ikh  b  rcjxirted,  a  lively  de¬ 
bate  opened  upon  its  provisions.  Mr.  D. 
(Jakes  thought  the  Committee  or  advisory 
Assessors,  slioidd  Ik*  men  outside  of  the 
Town  Committee.  Ho  objected  to  the  lull 
on  the  gronn*l  tliat  it  mode  the  Town  Com¬ 
mittee  inith  Assi’Ksors  and  Commissioners  of 
Appeal. 

Mr.  Turner  considered  the  Town  Com¬ 
mittee,' composed  of  men  coming  from  all 
sections  of  the  town,  and  embracing  our 
best  citizens,  tluv  persons  of  all  others 
in  w  hose  charge  this  matter  should  be  en¬ 
trusted.  He  thought  the  object  was  to 
avoid  crrorsjii  making  the  assessment  for 
taxi’s,  anil  oited'an  instance  w  here  a  mistake 
of  the  kind  hud  lk*en  mado. 

Mr.  Buld win  approved  of  a  change  in  the 
method,  but  thought  this  bill  was  a  cumber¬ 
some  affair— this  making  the  whole  Town 
Committee  assessors;  it  was  clothing  ihem 
with  too  much  power  ;  they  were  not  elect¬ 
ed  for  this  purpose.  He  cited  the  custom 
employed  in  Connecticut  and  Massachu-

setts. 

Mr.  Reford  argued  against  the  idea  of  the 
plan  suggested  being  eumliersome,  inas¬ 
much  us  the  only  changes  iu  the  new  plan 
were  the  opening  of  the  assessment  lists  for 
public  inspection  for  one  week,  and  the  con¬ 
stituting  of  the  Town  Committee  as  the 
Commissioners  of  Appeal.  He  showed  by 
the  general  law'  of  the  State  that  the  Town 
Committee  were,  compelled  tu-revise  and  ap- 
irove  of  the  assessment  lists  ;  and  that  such 
iad  been  the  usual  custom  iu  tills  town. 

Mr.  J.  K.  Oakes  spoke  as  to  the  difficulty 
of  one  man  performing  the  duty  of  ftsses- 
soi  ;  did  not  liimself  want  the  responsibil¬ 
ity  ;  agreed  with  .'Mr.  Baldwin  as  to  the  New 
F.nglanil  plan. 

Mr.  Baldwin  insisted  that  the  bill  was  a 
eumliersome  Ufiair,  and  that  the  Town  Com¬ 
mittee  were  elected  for  other  purposes  than 
that  of  the  assessment  of  taxes.

Good  Roads  and  How  to  Keep  Them. 

There  is  ono  thing  very  important  to  onr 
communities,  in  fact  to  the  whole  county, 
which  it  is  only  necessary  to  call  public  at¬ 
tention  to  in  order  to  recommend  it  to  their 
hearty  ^indorsement.  It  is  the  necessary 
legislation  which  will  enablo  our  town  to 
complete  a  hard  road  bed,  but  more  espe¬ 
cially  to  have  a  law  similar  to  that  in  Eng¬ 
land,  which  will  prevent  the  destruction  of 
the  hard  roods  we  already  have,  and  are 
surely  destined  to  have  in  the  future.  Re¬ 
lating  to  the  first,  our  townships  expend  a 
sufficient  amount  each  season  in  making 
dirt  roads  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  bonds 
which  would  give  us  a  good  Telford  or  other 
pavement.  Relating  to  the  second,  it  is 
possible  to  have  hard  roads,  and  yet  have 
them  ruined  as  in  '  Orange  and  East  Orange 
by  our  narrow-tired  wheels.  In  England 
tlie  law  provides  that  *  wagon  to  carry  a  ton 
shall  have  a  given  width  of  tire,  one  to  carry 
two  tons  still  wider,  and  so  on  for  three, 
four  and  six  ton  drays,  the  width  of  tire  is 
regulated  and  fixed.  This  preserves  the 
road  bed  free  from  ruts,  and  keeps  it  in  re¬ 
pair  and  good  condition. 

It  might  seem  to  entail  a  burden  upon  our 
teaming  community,  but  if  the  law  should 
be  enacted  to  take  effect,  say  January  1st, 
1874,  and  onr  teamsters  realize  the  benefit  it 
would  be  to  them  as  well  as  to  the  public, 
they  would  gladly  accept  the  issne.  They 
would  find  that  even  on  our  dirt  roods  the 
wear  and  tear  on  their  wagons,  teams,  etc., 
would  be  far  less  ;  they  could  cart  heavier 
loads  and  pay, .  eae  far  expense  of  repairs. 
Let  us  discuss  the  problem  and  prepare 
ourselves  for  the  enactment  of  laws  to  get 
xrhal  we  want  and  have  preserved  ttJlat  tee

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Edu 
cation  says  the  Chronicle,  §20,460  was  esti 
mated  as  the  probable  amount  that  would 
be  required  to  meet  the  salaries  of  teachers 

the  coming  year.  Mr,  Spottiswoode,  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Finance  Committee,  stated  that 
§3,600  would  be  needed  to  meet  incidental 
expenses,  repairs,  kc. 

The  subject  of  establishing  night  schools 
was  introduced  and  Wrongly  advocated  by 
Mr.  Spottiswoode.  He  believed  it  a  duty 
winch  the  Board  owes  to  the  tax  payers  and 
to  the  uneducated  poor.  It  was  better,  he 
claimed,  than  French,  or  drawing  or  paint¬ 
ing.  After  some  discussion  it  was  resolved 
to  include  in  the  estimate  of  expenses  a  gum 
sufficient  to  provide  far  the  night  schools. 

Dr.  Stockwell  presented  a  lengthy  report 
on  the  condition  of  the  schools,  followed  by 
a  number  of  important  rtw^mmprwlaf|r.na 
The  report  states  that  the  whole  number  of 
names  of  pupils  enrolled  at  the  present  Hmn 
is  1,215;  average  attendance  from  September 
to  February,  1,174.  One  important  recom¬ 
mendation  is  that  at  the  close  of  the  year  all 
teachers  shall  undergo  a  thorough  examina¬ 
tion,  an those  found  incompetent  shall  not 
be  re-engaged.  A  number  of  other  sugges¬ 
tions  with  regard  to  the  method  of  employ¬ 
ing  teachers  were  made,  the  report  dosing 
with  the ‘resignation  of  Dr.  StockweR  as 
Superintendent  of  schools.

On  Thursday  morning  last  a  fir©  broke 
out  in  th«  Stevens  Castle,  Hoboken.  It 
originated  in  a  defective  flue  running  up 
from  the  reception  room  to  the  roof  of  the 
tower.  The  building  contained  about  three 
hundred  thousand  dollars  worth  of  clioioe 
furniture  and  valuable  paintings  and  statua¬ 
ry.  Tlie  loss  on  the  buililing  was  about 
three  thousand  dollars,  fully  inrartHl.  The 
damage  to  the  furniture  was  less  tlian  five 
hundred  dollars,  and  wtui  not  iimurod. 

In  the  Orange  Common  Council  on  Mon¬ 
day  evening,  a  communication  was  received 
from  the  Woman’s  Club  in  reference  to  the 
sale  of  liquor  on  Sunday,  and  petitioning, 
in  the  interest  of  the  wives  and  families  of 
the  men  who  frequent  these  saloons,  for  the 
enforcement  of  the  Sunday  liquor  law.  It 
was  referred  to  the  Police  Committee. 

Shortly  after  12  o’clock  on  Sunday  night 
the  track  men  in  the  Bergen  tunnel  discov 
ered  that  4n  overhanging  mass  of  rock  had 
become  partly  detached,  and  that  there  was 
great  danger  of  its  falling.  A  gang  of  men 
was  immediately  set  at  work,  the  huge  frag¬ 
ment  pulled  down,  and  powder  and  sledge 
hammers  employed  to  break  it  up.  The 
task  of  clearing  the  track  proved  long  and 
difficult,  and  a  freight  train  which  entered 
the  tunnel  at  about  7  o’clock  on  Monday 
morning  was  the  first  to  pose  through  it 
going  westward.

0608.  He  stated  that  general  ability  and  n 
Ane  Christian  character,  which  the  Dr  |m« 
sussed  in  such  a  high  degree,  wen*  essential 
to  ministerial  success  ;  but  that  many  who 
possessed  the  qualities  preached  to  ‘empty 
iienchea.  A  minister  must  underNtund  the 
age  and  preach  accordingly.  The  Ih-m  *>r 
iiious  of  a  hundred  yean  ago  wnnhl  not  I** 
the  most  calculated  to  impress  tlie  people  of 
toilay.  As  the  times  change  the  minister* 
must  cliange  with  them,  and  lie  one  of  Un¬ 
people  of  the  age  in  which  he  liven,  having 
an  interest  in  tue  live  questions  which  mu 
utitute  the  spirit  and  onitiranu  the  int.  r»**t 
of  tlie  age,  an  as  to  stand  in  clow*  nvinpwthv 
with  the  people,  know  their  thoughts,  their 
wants  and  the  general  and  inevitable  cur 
rent  of  BCM*ial  and  buniuuss  tendency.  A  man 
who  lives  in  another  age  cannot  preach  hi 
this,  and  our,  lugging  middle  age  ecchvu** 
tics,  and  preaeliors  of  fiftv  years  ago.  w  ho 
are  wrangling  over  the  old  fonnulu*  and 
customs  and  cer  union  an  and  4cant,  never 
touch  the  people  in  their  present  minis tm 
tions,  for  the  people  do  not  now  care  any 
more  for  those  old  issues. 

The  preacher  of  to-ilay  must  nut  U  ll  ua  of 
the  times  and  sins  of  Noah,  or  rif  our  fath 
era,  or  fill  up  their  sermons  with  rehearsal* 
of  Biblical  history,  which  ev©rylK*ly  knows, 
and  which,  moreover,  is  of  little  intenut  to 
us  now.  We  have  iuiw  sins  and  new  tempt 
ations,  and  new  remodffw  and  new  wants 
These  the  kueecsa/u]  prem  ie  r  must  gather 
in  each  age  by  oliserviug  the  particular 
pluum  of  thought,  characteristics  of  mind 
and  general  occupations  of  the  age.  Thu 
great  I’haracterisUc  of  this  age  is  Its  nracti 
calmos,  and  it  iletiutrals  prortim!  truth*  and 
practical  appliance*.  Dr.  Him*  understand* 
the  age.  His  sermons,  instead  of  •  Isung 
alsiut  dead  issues  in  theology  and  churrh 
government,  are  rather  alsmt  tlie  practice! 
and  living  interests  of  religion  and  •orv’ty. 
He  has  fntroducod  sociables  sod  other  moil 
ern  appliances  to  draw  the  people,  and  keep 
them  near  to  each  other  and  to  the  Church. 
He  recognizee  that  kitchens  and  dining 
rooms  ar©  os  necessary  in  the  modern  church 
building*  as  chan oels  and  fonts  and  lmming 
candles  used  to  be.  He  had  many  difficul¬ 
ties  to  contend  with  on  commencing  here,  a* 
the  people  were  runniug  in  theology  al 
grooves  ;  but  by  taking  hold  of  them  just 
where  he  found  them,  and  satisfying  the  act¬ 
ual  religions  wants,  gave  a  great  impulse 
and  effieieoey  to  religion  Iu  the  next 
place,  Mr.  Brown  spoke  of  bow  it  is  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  preacher  to  apply  adequate  and 
appropriate  means  to  proposed  end*.  You  « 
can’t  impress  a  metaphysical  character  by  a 
simple  enunciation  of  orthodox  doctrine*, 
or  by  pnmng  them  with  Scripture,  nor  con 
you  ©c  or-vi  sa  intellectual  so iiric  by  over¬ 
drawn  pictures  of  perdition.  Dr.  Sims  un¬ 
derstands  this,  and  remembers  in  appealing 
to  a  person  where  such  person  now  stands, 
as  well  as  where  he  wants  to  get  them.  For. 
while  in  the  general  ministration*  of  the 
pulpit,  he  remembera  in  what  age  he  is 
speaking,  in  his  private  ministrations  he  re¬ 
membera  to  what  person  be  is  speaking.  He 
treats  no  two  alike,  since  no  two  need  the 
same  treatment ;  but  always  adapts  his 
mflsn«  to  the  most  definite  ends,  and  conse¬ 
quently  with  the  most  unvarying  success. 

Sores  the  beginning  of  this  year  there  isa 
tax  on  public  billiard  rooms  in  Paris,  and 
they  number  about  twelve  thousand.
